The Supreme court today decided 
a state cannot require segregation 
of white and negro passengers In 
buses crossing state lines. 


The decision was given on a 


negro's appeal from a Virginia su- 
preme court ruling. The Virginia 
law which requires bus drivers to 
segragate the races. 
court upheld that stale's Jim Crow 
Negro Appeal* Case. 


Justice Rsed delivered the high 


tribunal's ft-1 decision. 
Justice Burton wrote a dissenting 


opinion. Justices Black and Frank- 
furter delivered concurring opin 
ions. 
The appeal was filed by Irene 


Morgan, a negro fined $10 because 
she refused to change seats on 
request of a Greyhound bus driver. 
The bus was traveling from Nor- 
folk to Baltimore. 
The 
woman 


was ejected and fined in the cir- 
cuit court of Middlesex county, Va. 
The Vlrginic supreme court said 


the law did not result In discrimin- 
ation against whites or negroes 
and did not violate the federal con- 
stitution. ' 
Justice Reed held that the Vir- 


ginia statute imposes an undue bur- 
den on interctate commerce. 
"Interfered With Commerce." 
"As there is no federal act deal- 


Ing with the separation of races In 
interstate transportation," he ex- 
plained, "we must decide the valid- 
ity of this Virginia statute on the 
challenge that It interferes with 
commerce, as a matter of balance 
between exercise of the local po- 
lice power and the need for nft- 
tlonal uniformity in the regulations 
for interstate travel.

No new reserve food sup- 


plies were discovered. In- 
stead, a reduced per capita 
calorie diet was put into ef- 
fect. The result was a fig- 
ure nearer starvation levels, 
with lowered efficiency as 
well as poorer health. In the 
British zone of occupied Ger- 
many, for example, when 
rations were cut to 1,000 
calories, coal production fell 
25 per cent. The lesson is 
that world production cannot 
be maintained by undernour- 
ished people. 


Further, many food 
au- 


thorities claim this country 
is going to be hard pressed 
to get together even the low- 
ered tonnage. Strong sup- 
port is developing in many 
quarters for a return to ra- 
tioning as the only mechan- 
ism that will insure both 
equitable 
distribution

black markets. In a recent 
Gallup poll 70 per cent of 
the population were report- 
ed in favor of rationing.
